THE “VICTORIA PRESS ~ AND OUR ESTIMATES. 





| As might have been expected, the Estimates 
of British Columbia have undergone a pretty 
severe and ill-natored criticism in the Victoria 
Papers. Our contemporeries appear to have B 
heppy knack of forgetting that they live in glass 
houses. One would imagine that 9 recollection 
of their own Estimates, promulgated but the 
other dey, would have caused them to be'a little 
gingerly iw criticising those of others, Bat no. 
They launch ott upon everything that is done by 
our Govérnment with as much freedom and as- 
surance as though their own affairs were in the 
most healthy and perfect condition, and no longer 
demanded, their attention. The Colonist devotes 
a leader to the consideration of our Estimates ; 
apd we must confess that we regret there is so 
niuch groond for the remarks of our contempo- 
rary respecting the Civil List, although we dif- 
fér with him upon most. points touched upon. 
The vote of an additional thousand pounds to the 


Governor is sought to be turned into ridicule, 


and those gentlemen who proposed it into toadies, 
This is a double injustice—to the Governor and 
to those gentlemen who voted for the increase of 
salary. It can be no secret that Governor Sey- 
mour, unlike his‘predecessor, is spending much 
more than his salary ; and with a knowledge of 
this fact.and a due appreciation of the value of 
His Excellency’s abilities it was certainly not an 
act of toadyism, but a simple act of justice, to 
vote-an additional thousand pounds.

If the undoubted abilities of the Governor would | 


command a more important and more ag 
appointment, we have no right to expect he w 

remain here, at asalary which falls twenty- aL 
per cent. below his expenditare. It is, thérefore, 
both just and politic to increase the salury of a 
Governor with whom we cannot afford to part. 
We are aware that we have been dealing with a 
somewhat delicate subject ; but the false positian 
in which the matter has been placed by our coa- 
temporary, who we are bound to believe did not 
understand the subject, would seem to render 
these remarks necessary. . The next. item which 
excites the surprise and provokes the satire of 
our contemporary is that of £1000 for Edacation. 
Now, we would ask the Editor of the Colonist 
how much Ae would bave put down for that put- 
pose. Ishe really aware of the wants of ‘the 
colony in respect of edacation? ‘So far from the 
sum being inddequate, we very much qnestion 
whether it will be all reqaired In the absence 
of any educational system for the aborigines; 
if we may be permitted to except thé very excel- 
lent institution at St. Mary’s, the educational 
requirements of this colony are very small indeed, 
and may be all summed up as follows :—One 
schowl in Yale, another\in Sapperton ands third 
in this city. Of course there are, in. addition to 
these,” select private schools ; bat such conld 
have no claim upon the public revenue, Thus it 
will be seen that the sneers of our contemporary 
anent this item are quite uncalled for, We be- 
lieve the people of this colony will not be dis- 
satisfied with it ; and, after all, that is the main 
point, for we opine the Editor of the Colonist can- 
not have a very direct interest in. the matter. 
The prophetic remarks about the prospect of rev- 
enue from Road Tolls and the Gold Tex go fot 
very little indeed. Some of the sources of reve- 
nae may have been overestimated ; bot wé ap 
prehend that, upon the whole, there will not be 
a very large deficit at the end of the year ; and 
even if there should be the people of Victoria 
will not be called upon to “* foot,the. bill.” Se 
far as Our contemporary’s remarks respecting the 
increase of salaries &c. are concerned, we need 
not add mach to what has already appeared in 
these colamns. That is just the vulnerable point 
its the otherwise able and excellent Budget ; and 
we calinot quarrel with others for probing. it, 
It is only fair to state, however, by way of ex- 
tenuation rather than justification, - that in many 


- instances what appears to be an increase is in 


réality a decrease.’ Under the old system we 
never had the satisfaction of seeing a detailed 
statement of expenditure," The salaries were

The Excise Ordinance. 

We are glad this Bill was not rushed through 
the House on Tuesday. The policy of raising 
the rate of excise upon spirits manufactured in 
the colony from 2s. to 4s. 2d. per gallon, under 
present circumstances, we are disjosed seriously 
to call in question. The Hon. Colonial Secre- 
tary stated, in the course of the debate, that 
there would still be a protective duty in favor of 
the manufacturer of from 80 to 40 per cént., 
which he thought was ample protection. The 
fact appears to be overlooked that the new tariff 
really raises the import duty upon common gpir- 
its, such as would be manafactured here, only 20c. 


cise duty more than fifty cents per gallon! It is 
not difficult to see that the result of the propo- 
sed measure would be to nip manufacture in the 
bud, now that it is struggling to gain a foothold. 
If, as is done in most countries, raw materials 
for mafofactaring were admitted daty free; the 
case would be different.

Weallude to Donglas 
Street. ‘That portion of it above the Qneen’s 
Avenue is almost impassable—a mere trail wind- 
ing through amongst the stamps. We hope, 
therefore, to see Douglas Street well made the 
entite length so as to connect Columbia Street 
‘ with! the highway to the Inlet. These are the 
works which most demand attention, and we 
hope and believe that upon those will the graut 
be expended.
